State Chamber Makes Study 
of Alabama’s Income and 
Reports Findings 


Montgomery, Ala, —Only $6,962, 
000 out of the State of Alabama's 
dross receipts for the fiscal year 
ending September 80th, 1987, were 
available for appropriation by the 
state legislature, according to a 
study of state receipts and disburse. 
ments made by the Committee on 
Government of the Alabaina State 
Chamber of Commerce at the re- 
quest of Mr, Benjamin Russell, 
president. Members of the state 
chamber government committee 
who made the study were: Gen, 
John C. Persons, chairman, Dr. Lee 
Bidgood, Donald Comer, H. A. 
Pharr, J. W. Scott, and M H, 
Sterne, 

In releasing the report of tha 
committee here today, Mr. Russell 
stated he requested the study be- 
cause of apparently widespread con- 
fusion as to the amount of money 
actually available to the legislature, 

“The figure of $71,000,000 has fre- 
quently been given,” Mr. Russell 
sald, “as the state's Income for the 
fiscal year, but the amount of cash 
actually handled by the state, after 
eliminating interdepartment trans. 
actions, was only $58,000,000. ‘This 
$58,000,000 included social security 
collections, federal grants and 
money turned over to counties and 
only $34,000,000 was left for all state 
operations, Schools, roads and other 
earmarked funds accounted for all 
of this $34,000,000 except $8,700,000, 
of which amount debt service and 
social security absorbed approxi- 
mately $1,740,000, leaving only about 
$6,960,000 for appropriation by the 
legislature."

Several members of tho legisla-

with a view to ascertaining what 
proportion of the state’s total in- 
come will be available the coming 
year for maintenance of those de- 
partments of the state which are 
not supported by earmarked funds. 

In view of the approaching ses- 
sion of the legislature, when many 
problems of appropriation and tax- 
atlon must be considered, it seems 
to me that it would be most timely 
and most helpful if such a study 
could be made. I hope that it is 
possible for your committee to un- 
dertake this study now and present 
your findings at an early date for 
the enlightenment of those inter- 
ested in the financial status of our 
state government.

A PROCLAMATION 
BY THE 
GOVERNOR 


WHEREAS, the Legislature of 
Alabama at the Extra Session 
1936-37 ordered an election to be 
held by the qualified electors of 
the State of Alabama upon a cer- 
tain proposed amendment to the 
Constitution of Alabama, which 
said amendment is herein set out, 
and ordered that said election be 
held at the General Election next 
succeeding the session of the Leg- 
islature at which the election was 
ordered; and 

“WHEREAS, the First Tuesday 
after the First Monday in Novem- 
ber, 1938, which is the 8th day 
of November, is the time for hold- 
ing the General Hiection in 1938; 
and 

WHERBAS, notice of such elec: 
tion, together with the proposed 
amendment is required by law, and 
by the provisions of the Act sub- 
mitting said Amendment, to be 
given by a proclamation of the 
Governor to be published in each 
County in the State of Alabama 
once a week for four successive 
weeks immediately preceding the 
said 8th day of November, 1938: | 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Bibb 
Graves, as Governor of the State 
of Alabama, do hereby give no- 
lice, direct and proclaim that on 
Tuesday, the 8th day of Novem- 
ber, 1938, an election will be held 
at the several polling places with- 
in the State of Alabama, in the 
manner and form provided by law, 
upon the following Amendment to 
the Constitution of the State of 
Alabama of 1901, as follows: 


“ARTICLE .......... After the 
adoption of this amendment 
all proceeds derived from any 
State excise, privilege or ii- 
cense taxes, on the sale or 
other disposition of lubricating 
oil, gasoline, other liquid mo- 
tor fuels, or substitutes there- 
for, and any State excise or 
license taxes on motor vehi- 
cles or trailers or on motor 
vehicle owners or operators, 
except revenue derived from 
drivers license fees, for the op- 
eration of such motor vehicie 
shall, except for necessary 
cost of collection and admin- 
instration, be apporticned, and 
used solely and exclusively for 
construc tion, reconstruction, 
maintenance, supervision and 
repair of public roads, high- 
ways, streets, and bridges 
within the State; for interest 
and retirement of loans or ob- 
ligations incurred in connec- 
tion with such functions, and 
shall not be diverted by trans- 
fer of funds or otherwise, to 
any other purpose.” 

I further direct and proclaim 
that notice of this election upon 
Tuesday, the 8th day cf Novem- 
ber, 1938, upon the above set forth 
amendment to the Constitution of 
the State of Alabama of 1901, be 
given by publishing the same once 
& week for four successive weeks 
next preceding Tuesday, the 8th 
Gay of November, 1938, in each 
county in the State of Alabama 
in @ newspaper published in said 
county.

“Personal liberty''—what endless 
misuse was made of that expression 
in the days when men seeking the 
right to again flood this country with 
intoxicating liquors were attacking 
prohibition. One would think that 
some of our political leaders and 
our newspaper edttors would blush 
for shame when they see what has 
now been accomplished in the name 
of personal liberty, 

My liberty ends, as someone has 
well said, where yours begins. I 
have the personal liberty to swing 
my arms as far as the tip of your 
nose, but there my liberty ends. All 
of life is, and necessarily must be 
built on that principle. For the 
Christian there is an even higher 
measure of responsibility—his rela- 
tionship to God and his consequent 
heart interest in the welfare of his 
fellow men. 

Our Scripture portions for today 
present a sharp contrast. Man 
without God, but with every earthly 
advantage is pictured in Ecclesias- 
tes in his fruitless search for real 
joy.

Men who have 
tasted the distress and disappoint- 
ment of life are prone to think that 
if they only had all the money they 
wanted, and an opportunity to par- 
take of life’s ‘“‘thrills’’ they would 
be happy. Solomon had everything. 
He deliberately set himself to prove 
the pleasures of this world. He 
planned to “‘enjoy’’ intoxicants—do- 
ing it ‘with wisdom’’—that is, not 
in a drunken debauch that would 
bring remorse. Note it, you who 
advocate the moderate use of alco- 
hol (whatever that may be) Solo- 
mon found it to be only vain empti- 
ness.

The great 
poet Goethe, who set himself to en- 
joy the higher pleasures of life—art, 
science, and literature—came to his 
seventy-fifth year to testify that he 
had ‘“‘never had four weeks of gen- 
uine pleasure.”’ Satisfaction is not 
in the pleasures of the aesthetic na- 
ture.

We say with Paul “God be 
thanked” that there is a way for 
men to find freedom from the sin 
and disappointment of life. It comes

te Personal allegiance to God 
(Rom, 6:17-23). Clear thinking on 
spiritual matters recognizes that 
the man who boasts of his personal 
liberty, his freedom from God's con- 
trol over his life is in reality the 
slave of sin (vv. 17-19; Titus 3:3). 
On the other hand, the one who is a 
willing bondslave of Jesus Christ is 
free. The way of victory and peace 
is to yield to God, even as the way 
of defeat and disappointment is to 
yield to sin. The first way leads to 
joy in this life and eternal fellow- 
ship with God. The other way re- 
sults in ultimate ghastly disillusion- 
ment in this life and eternal spiritu- 
al death and separation from God. 

2. Recognized responsibility for 
others (Rom. 14:21). It should not 
take two minutes of intelligent con- 
sideration for any man to understand 
that ‘none of us liveth to himself 
and no man dieth to himself’’ (Rom. 
14:7). Yet that is the obvious as- 
sumption under which men live, 
leaving behind them not only their 
own wrecked lives, but carrying 
along in the stream of their person- 
al influence their acquaintances, 
friends and members of their fami- 
lies. 

The principle stated in Romans 
14:21 should govern all of our ac- 
tions. Paul was speaking of meat 
offered to idols, which he could have 
eaten with a clear conscience.

SMOKE HOUSHKS—The old fa- 
mous smoke house on the farm 
seems to have lost its prestige, 


In the place of the smeke house 
we have a building whieh looks 
like & smoke house but call it the 
garage, There is nothing wrong 
with the name garage but it is 
a sad day for this farming section 
when we forget the smoke house 
and put in its place a garage, How 
many new smoke houses do you 
know about at the present time? 
There should be a good large 
smoke house at every farm home 


i) this section but instead of hav- 
ing one to each house we have 
about one to every five houses, 


There is absolutely no excuse for 
this condition, No real farmer 
can prosper without a smoke house 
and he would not even try to do 
We have thousands of men 
who call themselves farmers who 
do not have anything which they 
would be willing to call a smoke 
house, This section cannot pros- 
per as it should until we come 
back to the old fashioned smoke 
house. It is all right to have a 
farage but you should not have 
f garage before you have a good 
smoke house, I would like to de- 
scribe what I call a common sense 
smoke house. It should be twelve 
feet wide and twenty-four feet 
long with two partitions in it. 
Hach seetion should be eight feet 
wide and 12 feet long. There 
should be three doors on the side 
next to the residence and there 
should also be connecting doors 
between each room. The middle 
room and one end room should 
have a floor in it while the other 
end room should not have a floor. 
The entire building should be built 
very tight with no cracks large 
enough for flies or bugs to fly in or 
through. There should be one win- 
dow in each of the rooms which 
are floored and there should be 
two windows in the section which 
is not floored, All the windows 
and doors should be screened and 
the building should be rat proof. 
The unfloored room should be the 
smoke house proper. Your meat 
should be salted and smoked in 
this room, The middle room should 
be your storage room for your 
meat after it has been smoked or 
cured, Do not have any loose salt 
in the middle room. The middle 
room should be used for the stor- 
age of your cured meat and your 
lard. The other end room should 
be used for the storage of your 
fruits and vegetables after they 
have been canned. The room for 
canned artciles should have shelves 
on all the walls as well as boxes 
and barrels in the central part. 
There should be a tight loft over 
your smoke house but you should 
make sure that there is an abun- 
dance of ventilation above all the 
rooms, If you use metal for your 
roof you should see to it that the 
heat from the roof does not come 
into your rooms. This is pretty 
hard to do unless you are very 
careful about the matter. The 
heat from the roof might raise the 
temperature in your rooms as 
much as ten degrees if you do not 
have your house properly con- 
structed. If the heat from the 
roof comes into your rooms your 
food cannot be at its best. Too 
much heat not only injures the 
quality of your food but it also en- 
courages bugs and worms in your 
smoke house. Your meat, lard and 
syrup should be kept at a very 
low temperature if you can do so. 
Unless you are very careful your 
syrup will get so hot that it will 
foam, work and even purge during 
the hot days of the summer. Your 
lerd will become very rancid if 
you permit it to get too hot. Your 
meat cannot be good if heat is 
allowed to destroy it. Too much 
heat will make your meat hard,

FARMERS TO VOTE DECEMBER 
10 ON MARKETING QUOTAS 


AUBURN, Ala.—Alabama farm- 
ers will vote December 10 on 
whether they favor the continua- 
tion of cotton marketing quotas 
but in this referendum they will 
already have their acreage allot- 
ments before they vote, according 
to an announcement by A. W. 
Jones, head of the AAA in Ala- 
bama, 

Mr, Jones says that allotments 
are expected to be in the hands 
of farmers at least a week prior 
to December 10 so that they will 
know exactly how many acres 
they will be permitted to market 
cotton from under the 1939 pro- 
gram. Last spring the delay by 
Congress in passing the 1938 farm 
act made it impossible to get quo- 
tas in the hands of farmers and 
therefore they did not know what 
their allotments would be when 
they voted last March, 

By having his allotment before 
the referendum a farmer will not 
only know just how many acres 
he will be able to plant but he 
will also be in position to plan his 
farming operations next year, 
Jones said, 

The present supply of American 
cotton (over 25,000,000 bales) is 
one of the largest of all times. 
The favorable price of 14 cents in 
1936 came after three years ad- 
justment effort and it will require 
about the same time and effort to 
adjust the huge supply of cotton 
left over from the 19386 and 19387 
crops. Those who believed the 
present program would bring the 
cotton price back up to 12 to 14 
cents in one year’s time had not 
checked on the carry-over which 
made it impossible to adjust the 
supply in one year, according to 
Jones. 

If the marketing quota is op- 
posed by more than one-third of 
the growers voting in the referen- 
dum the loan program will not be 
in effect next year and it is logi- 
eal to expect increased planting 
and production of cotton, which, 
edded to the present large supply 
‘of cotton, will result in extremely 
low prices, Jones predicted.
